MANY LOBBYISTS 
ASCONGRESSMEN 
IN WASHING TON 


House Committee to 
Look Into 6 Big Pres- 
sure Groups Listed in 
Report — Real Estate

real estate lobby is one of the 
six big pressure groups in Wash- 
ington scheduled for investiga-

Frank Buchanan (Dem.), Pennsy!l- 
vani‘. the committee, authorized 
at the last session, already has 
its staff going over a report pre-

Report Quoted. 

This report said: 

“Some of the fields in which 
lobbies have been or are now 
especially active” include “the 
tariff lobby; the national re- 
sources lobby in its various forms; 
the real estate group, battling 
against any kind of public hous- 
ing program; the airlines lobby; 
agriculture lobby and the drama¢ 
tic struggle between representa- 
tives of the dairy interest and 
the _ oleomargarine manufactur- 
ers.’ 


more lobbyists in Washington 
than is generally believed. “There 
are dozens of them, scores of 
them, hundreds of them,” the re- 
port said. “The statement that has 
often been made, that there are 
as many -lobbyists as there are 


Congressmen, is a gross under- 
statement of fact. 

“There are actually not twice as 
many but three times as many 
lobbyists who registered during 
1947 and 1948 as there were mem- 
bers of the Senate and House of 
Representatives combined.” 

A compilation by Congressional 
Quarterly, a_ private impartial 
fact-finding organization, as re- 
ported in the Post-Dispatch re- 
cently, found that during the first 
nine months of 1949 about $6,- 
263,000 had been spent by 253 
organizations filing the required 
lobbying reports with Congress. 

Medical Group Leads List. 

The leader in this list was the 
American Medical Association, 
which reported actual expendi- 
tures of $2,225,028 but noted that 
only about half of this expendi- 
ture could be actually charged to 
lobbying. All the money, the A.M. 
A. report said, came from an as- 
sessment of $25 a member, voted 
in St. Louis more than a year 
ago. 

The Reference Service report 
noted that, besides the six big 
lobbies, the other active lobbies 
included those interested in busi- 
ness, education, health, labor, 
military and veterans’ legislation. 

The heavier outlays the first 
six months of 1948, the report 
said. were made by groups 
interested in displaced persons 
legislation and in bills to re- 
peal the tax on oleomargarine and 
to provide a Government medical 
service program. 

During that period, the report 
said, nine groups or organizations 
had lobbying expenditures cxceed- 
ing $100,000 each, while eight

The friend, who insists on re- | 
maining anonymous, said Krug 
had arranged to resign in Decem- 
ber, but his departure was speed- 
ed by White House “leaks” of his 
impending. resignation. 

Krug viewed himself as fight- 
ing a losing battle to make 
“America stronger at home.” 

By this, it was explained, he 
meant the development of west- 


ern water resources for power,

Krug’s friend explained, “that 
some of their programs ought to 
go and some of the money should 
be used for building up our own 


Krug was particularly unhappy 
about the continuing fight which 
he had to wage with the Agri- 
culture Department’s “way of 
thinking.” This fight, his friend 
related, became intensified in 
May, 1948, when Brannan suc-

The former Secretary of the 
Interior viewed this fight as one 
involving the basic question as to 
whether vast new lands were to 
be reclaimed, or whether farm 
interests were to be permitted to | 
maintain the “‘status quo” so that 
new agricultural areas would not 
compete with them. 

This was what he referred to on 
Nov. 10 when he told President 
Truman in his letter of resigna- 
tion: “I am sure you will not ac- 
cept the ‘status quo’ way of think- 
ing, which, in my opinion, exag- 
gerates the concern of some who 
are worried about their future 
livelihood in their own communi- 
ties.” 

Krug’s public life was not made 
easier, he felt, when, after Tru- 
man’s election in November 1948, 
some men with the Democratic 
National Committee passed the 
word around that he had not 
worked for the President’s elec- 


| tion and so was slated to go. 


Krug’s friends feel that these 
rumors were motivated by the 
single purpose of clearing the way 
for Oscar L. Chapman’s elevation 
to the Cabinet from Under Sec- 
retary to Secretary of Interior. 
Chapman is an old friend of Sec- 
retary Brannan. Both are from 
Denver. 

The combination of circum- 
stances convinced Krug that he 
should resign. As related by his 
friend, he discussed it with Presi- 
dent Truman and arranged to re- 
sign in December. 

On Nov. 10, however, the re- 
port which he attributes to a 
White House “leak” was circu- 
lated that his resignation was im- 
minent. Eight White House re- 
porters called him to ask whether 
it was true. Since he could not 
honestly deny it, he decided to 
issue the ten-word statement: “I 
am leaving. I have’ been wanting 
to leave for a long time.” 

Krug now is at Sea Island, Ga.., 
and still refuses to explain his 
precipitous resignation. He prob- 
ably will open an office here as 
an industrial consultant.

Church’s Freedom. 


PRAGUE, Dec. 5 (AP)—Czecho- 
slovakia’s Roman Catholic bishops 
have expressed new defiance of 
the Communist government's 
church control laws. They warned 
a religious fight may result if 
the government does not modify 
its stand. 

The bishops announced yester- 
day they could not submit to laws 
which they asserted violate the 
laws of God and destroy religious 


freedom. 
In a letter to the government, 


dated Nov. 17 and made public 


yesterday, the bishops asked the 
Communist government to recon- 
sider the new church control law 
of Nov. 1 and decrees issued un- 
der it “and to revise them so as 
to be in agreement with the con- 
stitution of the church.” 

The bishops said the govern- 
ment would be responsible for 
any “religious fight” that might 
arise. 

Threats Charged. 
Declaring that Prime Minister 

Antonin Zapotocky had bluntly 
rejected all requests for church 
law revisions with “undisguised 
threats,” the bishops said: 

“In this country of the holy 
martyrs ... there are enough 
people and priests who are will- 
ing, together with their bishops, 
to sacrifice everything for the 
right of God, the right of the 
church and for a true freedom 
in religious life.” 

Czechoslovakia’s population of 
13,000,000 includes 9,000,000 Cath- 
olics. The church control law, 
adopted by Parliament Oct. 14 
over strenuous Catholic objec- 
tions, applies to all denomina- 
tions. 

The new law gives the govern- 
ment final power over appoint- 
ment of priests, administration of 
churches and religious education. 

The request for revision of the 
law governing the church cited 
paragraph 17 of the Czech Con- 
stitution, which the bishops said 
stated: “Everyone shall be free to 
carry out the acts in connection 
with any religious denomination.” 

Action Not Set Forth. 

The letter did not prescribe a 
specific course of action by 
priests or those in lesser posi- 
tions. On Nov. 24 the bishops 
published a letter to Czechoslo- 
vakia’s priests ordering them not 
to accept government orders 
“which are against God’s law.” 
The Nov. 24 letter said priests 
who “betray Christ in this most 
critical time” would be deprived 
of their church rights. 

The bishops said they acknow]- 
edged “secular power and the 
right to direct matters of the 
state and we are willing to sup- 
port the government in just ad- 
ministration, but we call for free- 
dom of the church... . 

“Not even in countries where 
the church is not recognized by 
the state has the freedom of the 
church been so restricted as in 
this country,” the bishops de- 
clared. “We cannot render unto 
Caesar that which is God's.” 

The letter was signed by all 
members of the bishops’ council, 
including the nation’s primate, 
Archbishop Josef Beran of 
Prague, who says he has been in- 
terned in his palace here since 
last June.

TO HEAR TIDELANDS SUITS 


Sets Arguments for Feb. 6 in Government’s 


Effort to Get Control of Louisiana and 
Texas Coastal Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court agreed today 
to hear arguments in two suits in 
which the Federal Government is 
trying to get possession of oil- 
bearing tidelands off the coasts 
of Texas and Louisiana. 

The court said it will hear argu- 
ments on Monday, Feb. 6. 

In taking this step the court in 
effect rejected pleas by the two 
states that the suits be thrown 
out immediately. 

The tribunal also in effect de- 
nied a Government request that 
it decide the suit against Louisi- 
ana at once, on the basis of evi- 
dence and pleadings now avail- 
able to the Justices. 

The Government said Texas 
may have certain special defenses 
growing out of the circumstances 
of its admission to the union. It 
suggested the court hear the de- 
fenses before giving judgment in 
the case against Texas. 


By its action today, the court 
in effect turned down a Louisi- 
ana request that the suit against 
it, if not dismissed, be decided 
by a jury trial—a rare occurrence 
in Supreme Court history. 

Another effect of the court’s ac- 
tion today was to ignore a Texas 
request that the case against 
Texas, if not dismissed, be sub- 
mitted to a special master. Such 
an official would take testimony 
and submit a report and recom- 
mendation to the Justices.

Justice Minton delivered to- 
day’s decision, representing the 
views of Justice Clark, Black, 
Jackson, Frankfurter and Chief 
Justice Vinson, to which Justices 
Reed and Burton noted dissents.

MAY BEGINS TERM 


FOR TAKING BRIBES 


Takes Elaborate Precau- 


tions to Evade Report- 
ers — Eligible for Pa- 
role in 8 Months. 


ASHLAND, Ky., Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Former Representative Andrew J. 
May (Dem.), Kentucky, entered 
the federal correctional institu- 
tion near here as a prisoner 
under conviction for wartime 
bribery and conspiracy at 6:30 
a.m. today. 

There he will serve an eight to 
24-month sentence for taking 


$53,634 from the munitions-manu- 


facturing Garsson Brothers, 
Henry and Murray, to swing mili- 
tary contracts their way. 

May will be eligible for parole 
on good behavior after serving 
the minimum of eight months. 
The 74-year-old former chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs 
Committee was accompanied by 
United States Marshal John M. 
Moore of Eastern Kentucky, a 
personal friend. 

May, who had practiced as an 
attorney in his home city of Pres- 
tonsburg, 60 miles southeast of 
here since he was defeated for 
re-election three years ago, had 
made elaborate plans to avoid re- 
porters. 

By pre-arrangement, he had 
met with Moore at some undis- 
closed place, possibly at a hotel 
where the marshal stayed last 
night. 

May’s son, a Prestonburg oil 
dealer, played a leading role in 
the ruse to elude reporters. The 
son drove up to the Boyd county 
courthouse in nearbly Catletts- 
burg in a Cadillac sedan at about 
the time his father was entering 
the prison. Another man in the 
car, apparently intended to be 
mistaken for the former Repre- 
sentative, made a start as if to 
alight. 

When reporters approached, he 
jumped back in the car and they 
drove off. 

May’s incarceration ended a 
fight of more than two years to 
escape serving his sentence. His 
co-conspirators, Henry Garsson, 
51, and Murray Garsson, 56, be- 
gan similar terms last Thursday. 
May was first elected to Con- 
gress on Nov. 4, 1930. His con- 
viction bars him from ever hold- 
ing public office or practicing 
law again, but he will receive a 
pension of about $280 a month all 
the time he is in prison. He paid 
a lump sum of $2716 under the 
Congressional pension plan, back 
in 1946. °

The new circuit court grand 
jury was charged by Circuit Judge 
Francis E. Williams today to take 
a stand against “promoted gam- 
bling” of every kind. 

Such action, the judge said, 
must be taken “even though in so 
doing we must point out the 
shortcomings of Uncle Sam.” 

In a 19-page charge which he 
read to the 14 members of the 
December term grand jury while 
inviting other members of the 
panel not chosen as jurors to aiso 
Stay and listen to it, Judge Wil- 
liams made a lengthy criticism of 
“giveaway programs.” 

He said the “giveaways” were 
Operating under a “false front,” 
that in reality they were lotteries 
which should be stopped by the 
Federal Government. The judge 
also criticised the Government for 
taxing slot machines, describing 


the $100 tax required as a “li-| 


cense.”

the so-called “carnival 
recommended by a recent St. 
Louis county grand jury which 
would permit churches and other 
charitable organizations to con- 
duct some types of raffles with- 
out fear of running afoul of the 
law. 

Advising the grand jury “to 
avoid the footsteps” of the county 
body, Judge Williams said: “This 
‘carnival code’ attempts to put the 
stamp of legality on home-grown 
raffies, hand-pruned lotteries and 
carnival gambling. 

“This misguided action, in ad- 
dition to being highly presump- 
tuous, looks like an amateur ef- 
fort to whitewash the inefficiency 
‘and official shortcomings of the 
law-enforcement officers involved. 

“However, this court feels cer- 
tain that you will not be guilty 
of attempting to make any slip 
gaps in the state laws against 
gambling.” 

In his lengthy address, Judge 
Williams traced the development 
‘of gambling and efforts to com-

Russell said Canada dropped |}

The committee issued a  sub- 
pena for the records, Russell said. 
But the State Department re- 
quested in a letter, he said, that 
the investigation of the company 
official be put off insofar as pro- 
duction of the records was con- 
cerned “in the interests of the 
national security of Canada.” 

“Because of this request and 
the fact that the subject of the 
investigation was at the time in 
Paris, France,” Russell said, “the 
staff discontinued its investiga- 
tion, but the investigation has 
now been reactivated in view of 
the fact that the subject has re- 
turned to this country.” 

Probable Soviet Motive. 

Russell testified the Russians 
first began inquiring about atomic 
materials in February of 1943. 

“It therefore appears,” Commit- 
tee Counsel Frank Tavenner 
asked, “thet the Russians knew 
in February 1943 that this country 
was engaged in atomic develop- 
- ment, does it not?” 

“Yes,” Russell answered. 

Russell said there was evidence 
that Russians were trying to bury 
requests for atomic materials in 
lists of non-essential chemicals. 
Tavenner wanted to know what 
Russell had found out about the 
reasons the Russians were inter- 
ested in getting uranium and in- 
formation on supply sources. 

1. The Russians were working 
on the atomic bombs themselves. 

2. The Russians _ “received | 
information that the United States 
was working on the development 
of the atomic bomb, and through 
the placement of orders for ura- 
nium was considered a strategic 
element by the United States Gov- 
ernment, thereby securing in ef- 
fect some verification of the re- 
port that we were engaged in 
the development of the atomic 
bomb.” 

3. The Russians hoped to learn 
whether this country was using 
all the uranium output and; if it 
was learned none was available 
for export, they would have some 
indication of the size of the Amer- 
ican atomic program. 

4. The Russians wanted to find 
out about this country’s uranium 
supply sources. 

Testimony by Jordan. 

Jordan, in his testimony before 
the committee, declared Hopkins 
ordered him to rush a wartime 
shipment of uranium to Russia 
and to “keep it quiet.” He said 
the shipment was one of a num- 
ber—he didn’t remember how 
many —totaling probably 2500 
pounds of the atom-bomb ingre-

Later, Jordan gave the commit- 
tee additional details in secret 
session, including the names of 
some officials he said were con- 
nected with the shipment and a 
list of all persons he worked with 
at Great Falls. 

Diary Kept by Jordan. 

Jordan, now assistant to the 
president of a New York con- 
struction firm, first told his 
story to Commentator Fulton 
Lewis Jr., in a radio interview 
Friday night. He elaborated on 
his story in another interview 
with a United Press reporter who 
found him visiting at Lewis’s 
farm estate near Hollywood, Md., 
over the weekend. 

He thumbed through a red, 
cloth-bound diary, commenting 
now and then on its numerous 
entries. He said he kept the 
document “for my own protec- 
tion” when he found out what 
was in the black suitcases. 

While going through the diary, 
he removed a piece of ruled note- 
book paper which he said con- 
tained the names of the two “high 
State Department officials.” He 
showed the names to the report- 
er, but warned that the FBI had 
cautioned him against 
them public. 

Jordan said he “repeatedly 
warned air officials and the 
United States Customs Office 
-that Russian couriers were flying 
unauthorized cargoes out of the 
country.” 

“Nothing was ever done about 
it,” he added, “except to send 
out inspectors who made reports 
that were never acted upon.’

Slay had been extradited from 
Athens, Ala., last Saturday on a) 
charge of investigation for kid- | 
naping. A murder warrant was 
issued at Hopkinsville last night. | 
Kentucky officers arrived to take 
charge of him and he waived ex- 
tradition. 

Detective Chief George Hansch 
quoted the youth as saying that 
he and the girl left Evansville a 
week ago Saturday “fully agreed 
on marriage” in Florida where 
they planned to complete their 
schooling. 

Slay’s statement said Miss Har- 
mon was silent for about two 
hours after they left and that he 
finally asked her what was wrong. 
His statement quoted her as say- 
ing: “Frank, this is wrong and if 
we do it it won’t right our first 
one meaning of (sic) living as 
man and wife previously.” 

“So I asked her what she 
wanted to do,” Slay stated, “and 
she said ‘Let’s die in each other’s 
arms. ... I drove up into a side 
road and after we professed our | 
love for each other we agreed on 
my shooting her and then my-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The Air Force said today it has 
canceled or cut other projects in 
order to provide $50,000,000 to 
speed work on the United States- 
Alaskan radar warning system. 

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, chief 
of staff, made the announcement. 
He did not disclose what other 
approved projects had been elimi- 
nated or curtailed. 

Air Force officials said Con- 
gress authorized an over-all ex- 
penditure of $85,500,000 for con- 
struction of the defense network. 
They said, however, that the 
members of Congress stipulated 
that funds for the first phase 
must be diverted from money al- 
ready appropriated for other Air 
Force activities. 3 


Congress provided also that ex- 


penditures on the radar system 
should, not exceed $50,000,000 
during the fiscal year ending next 
June 30. - ? 


Under present plans, the Air 
Force announcement said, $18,- 
800,000 is being used for con- 
struction in the United States, 
while the remaining $31,200,000 
is being devoted to Alaskan sta- 
tions in an aircraft control and 
warning network. 


“Sites which comprise the net 
have in most cases already been 
surveyed and selected both in the 
}United States and Alaska,” the 
announcement said. “Rights of en- 
try, property leases and construc- 
tion plans have been completed 
on most of the installations.

Floods 
cause expensive operation of resorts, 
poor fishing, poor roads and eroded, 
worn-out land which encircles our “rich” 
bottom lands that are subject to flood 
under even a normal rain. 


Why is the fight so intense on the 
dams? Where do all the fishermen— 
and vacationers—go in Missouri? To 
man-made lakes—Norfork, Taneycomo 
and Lake of the Ozarks! The Meramec 
lakes would be heavy competition for 
St. Louis, Illinois and Indiana travel. 
Evidently those who raise the hue and 
cry against the dams have never vis- 
ited an area in Missouri which now en- 
joys the benefits of lakes such as those 
at Branson, at Eldon, or at Mountain 
Home, near Bull Shoals. The increased 
economic welfare of the areas, main- 
tained for a long period of time, can- 
not be denied. 

Farmers turned resort men—or real 
estate developers—it is a story of suc- 
cess accompanying the building of the 
lakes. For instance, Lake Meade in

souri; Norris Lake in Tennessee; Ken- 
tucky Lake in Kentucky; study the ef- 
fects of these lakes—and we are fight- 
ing for only ponds in comparison. 

I personally believe that the Meramec 
basin can either build the dams for the 
development of our area—or go on 
slowly working the soil to death, fill- 
ing our streams with eroded hillsides— 
and having few roads and the riverside 
shack for infrequent weekends that 
bring no revenue to our counties.

How Many Aldermen? 


By a vote of 2-to-1, the legislative department 
committee of the Freeholders has voted to keep 
the number of Aldermen at 28 in the proposed 
new City Charter. This is a position which 
needs to be reviewed by the committee and cer- 
tainly should be considered thoroughly by the 
full Board of Freeholders. 

In the first place, the division in the 
tee raises a question about the soundness of the 
recommendation. The chairman of the Commit- 
tee, Claude O. Pearcy, proposed a reduction 
from 28 to 14. He believes that a smaller body 
would produce better legislative results at City 
Hall. In the committee, he was outvoted by 
members Clem F. Storckman and Leo J. Hen- 
nessey, who favor keeping the 28-member board. 

This is a subject which has been discussed 
before in these columns. If the number 28 is 
retained, there is little reason to believe that the 
office of Alderman will attract more qualified 
citizens in the years to come. On this basis. 
aldermanic interests are narrow and largely po- 
litical. The AJderman who takes a city-wide 
view of an issue is too rare. He spends too 
much time on such local details as stop signs. 
He is likely to be little more than the legisla- 
tive spokesman for the ward committee members 
of his party. 

A smaller board would tend to broaden the 
interests of the Alderman. It would raise each 
Alderman to more of a place in the community. 
Half as many Aldermen could be paid twice as 
much per member at no increase in cost to the 
city. Since we get in municipal government, as 
everywhere else, about what we pay for, this 
should raise the level of aldermanic service. 

We hope Chairman Pearcy threshes all this 
out thoroughly in his minority report to the 
Freeholders. We hope he will make plain that 
the one proper concern here is the quality of 
legislative performance at City Hall. 

The fact that 14 Aldermen would have their 


‘wards combined with other wards should not 


greatly influence the Freeholders. It is not the 
duty of the Freeholders to protect anyone’s 
political seat. The Freeholders are citizens 
planning for the long-range future. Their job is 
to submit to St. Louis the best charter they can 
draw up. To do this they need to know what 
other cities are doing. They need to know what 
the trend is elsewhere. They need to know what 
experience has been with smaller boards. 

Here is something on which they might reflect: 
With 28 Aldermen, St. Louis has a city law- 
maker for about every 32,000 inhabitants. If 
the number were feduced by half we would still 
have one for every 64,900. To doe the lawmaking 
of the nation, Congress has 531 Senators and 
Representatives—or one for every 280,000 citi- 
zens. On that basis, St. Louis would have four 
Aldermen: 

A substantially reduced number is a wholly 
reasonable proposal. Those who oppose it 
should be willing to discuss it on its merits.

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Spooks With Typewriters 

The Supreme Court has come out against 
ghost-writers—clever fellows who write 
speeches, magazine pieces and even books for 
those who are too busy or too dumb to do it for 
themselves. 

Considering the high standing of this profes- 
sion in the Court’s immediate neighborhood, the 
decision was a little like taking a poke at a 
bright young man whose conversation you have 
been enjoying at cocktail parties two or three

distressing was Mr. Justice Jackson’s language. 
“Ghost-writing,” he said, “has debased the intel- 
lectual currency in circulation here and is a 
type of counterfeiting which invites no defense.” 

This is one we would like to discuss with the 
learned justice over a quiet glass at Mr. Dooley’s 
bar. As honest practitioners of our craft, he 
probably expects us to resent his “decoy au- 
thors,” and the men who strike a blow for their 
party in another man’s words. 

It’s a cruel way, he says, to impress the guile- 
less. But now, is it? Think -hhow painful the 
impression would be if some of those patriots 
and bureaucrats were to make it with their own 
simple words. Debases the capital’s intellectual 
currency, does it?

There's many an honest public servant who 
keeps his nose too close to the grindstone to 
have much time for polishing anything else— 
least of all a speech.

They can’t all write with Mr. Jack- 
son’s own fiery ardor. And he knows it. After 
all, the court banished the poor ghost with 
which it was concerned by a vote of 6 to 2. And 
Mr. Justice Jackson was one of the 2. 
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An Unanswerable Point 

The. Missouri League of Women Voters makes 
an unanswerable point when it says that abuse 
of the merit system at the Training School for 
Boys at Boonville will make it hard to get good 
candidates to apply for jobs there. 

There are still other good reasons why the 
civil service status of the state training schools 
should be made certain and rigorously adhered 
to. It will prevent incompetents from admin- 
istering these institutions. It will prevent spoils 
politicians from having the schools run, not for 
the reform of delinquent, youths, but for the 
sake of their own re-election. 

Something was obviously wrong when a good 


man like Bert Fenenga had to resign the super- 
intendency at Boonville largely because he was 
not allowed to take the civil service examina- 
tion and thus make his tenure secure. Some- 
thing is still wrong when Patrick C. Sweeney, 
who flunked the civil service examination, is 
permitted to remain superintendent in spite of 
demonstrated incompetency. The Missouri League 
of Women Voters is doing the state a service 
by staying on the job in this sorry situation. 
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Lichtenstein Will Try Again 

The fight against the lobbyists who want high 
rates for small loans cannot be interred in his- 
tory. A battle—indeed, a campaign—against 
them has been won. But under the absentee 
generalship of David Lichtenstein, they are sure 
to return to the field as soon as the legislators 
are recalled to Jefferson City. 

Lichtenstein is not a man to give up. He has 
been in this struggle for a decade. And the 
stakes are big enough to keep him in it for a 
while longer. His American Investment Co. and 
the other small-loan firms not only want the 
legal right to charge high rates in Missouri, they 
also want to be sure that the Legislature does 
not pass a low-rate law. This is because they 
fear that other states would follow such an ex- 
ample if it is set by Missouri. 

To stop this, Lichtenstein is ready to use just 
about every lobbying device in the book. Of 
course, he does not appear on the scene in per- 
son. That probably is too crude for him. But 
the presence of his agents can be counted on— 
and their offers of sizzling steaks, free-flowing 
liquor, trips to Chicago, legal retainers and 
even votes in favor of a legislator’s pet bill in 
exchange for a vote for their measure. In the 
last session, they were utterly brazen. 


Lichtenstein’s favorite device, however, seems 
to be the old-fashioned campaign contribution. 
He is a Republican himself, but as Herbert Trask 
has shown, this does not stop him from being 
bi-partisan when it comes to dropping money 
into political war chests. He was just about 
as influential with the Democrats in control of 
the last session as he was when the Republicans 
were calling signals. The last small-loan bill 
had bi-partisan sponsorship. 

Since 1950 will be an election year, Lichten- 
stein’s contributions will be even more tempting 
they they were this year. It will take integrity 
on the part of the legislators and watchfulness 
on the part of their constituents to head off a 
new effort to jam through a gougers’ bill. 
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Bowles and Benton 
William Benton’s disclosure that he will be 
the new United States Senator from Connecti- 
cut carries an old advertising alliance further 
into politics, where it should prove most useful. 
Gov. Chester Bowles, who named Benton to 
the Senate, has proyed an imaginative and effi- 


cient Governor. Mr. Benton, as Assistant Secre- - 


tary of State, built the Voice of America short- 
wave program against narrow and vociferous 
opposition. In doing so he said: 

Certain it is that the United States is to- 
day grossly, shockingly and dangerously mis- 
understood by the peoples of many impor- 
tant countries. 

That was in 1947. It is more obvious today 
that Benton was right, yet some Senators versed 
in taking the pulse of their constituents still 
show a surprising disregard for what other peo- 
ples think of America. The Government, and 
the Senate, need better advertising of their 
purposes. More power to Benton, formerly of 
Benton & Bowles. 
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Kansas Has Its Own Names 

Kansans naturally do not like to have a river 
called by the same name when it runs through 
Kansas as it is called when it is running through 
some other state. Accordingly, what is called the 
Kansas river in Missouri is the Kaw in Kansas, 
and what is the Arkansqw river everywhere else 
is pronounced Arkansas in Kansas. It’s a prece- 
dent, a good, flat, Kansas precedent, and the 
Board on Geographic Names now backs it up 
on another stream. The river that is the Osage 
in Missouri is officially, in Kansas, what Kansans 
have always called it: Marais des Cygnes, marsh 
of swans. 

We would merely point out to all right- 
thinking Kansans that several blots remain on 
the state escutcheon, in the form of names of 
waterways shared with other states. Their 
Neosho river is also the Neosho in Oklahoma. 
Little Beaver creek is similarly designated in 
Colorado. The South Fork of the Republican 
river is the same South Fork in Nebraska. 

Kansans, we do not doubt, may be relied upon 
to do something about it. 
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One of the Best 


Charlie Wheeler of the Chicago Daily News 
was one of the very best political reporters of 
his time—and his time was a longish one of 
more than a half century. When this good na- 
tured, easy-going newsman covered a campaign 
or a convention or a caucus, it was covered.

That why was basic in Charlie Wheeler’s 
notebook. The big-name national correspond- 
ents knew that. And so they always hunted 
him up when they went to Chicago to report 
on the nation’s second largest city or Illinois’ 
bloc of electoral votes. Frequently what these 
noted correspondents wrote so authoritatively 
from Illinois for highly-paid syndicated columns 
and the Eastern press was little more than 
quotation from Charlie Wheeler. That just 
amused Charlie Wheeler. He had already told 
it to the readers of his paper. 
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Crime in Perspective 

The plan of the American Munitipal Associa- 
tion to organize 10,000 cities against organized 
crime indicates a change in perspective toward 
lawlessness. And: proper perspective is what 
Virgil Peterson of the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion sought in an address to the association, 
which is reprinted in part on this page. 

American cities will be asked to pool informa- 
tion about criminal syndicates, as part of their 
program. In years past many cities tended to 
regard criminality as purely local business. It 
is obvious enough now that illegal rackets are 
virtually interstate commerce, and a killing in 
Los Angeles may follow an order in New York. 

What the public commonly hears about is this 
or that particular crime. The network of the 
racketeers is much less visible. It must be 
made plain to every citizen that criminals en- 
gage in a form of mutual assistance, in which 
gambling thrives with vice, and murder and 
political corruption with both. 

Information is really the first weapon in deal- 
ing with the racketeers. There are still cities, 
and citizens, which have to learn that a “little 
crime” can go a long way.

_It has been said that “ancient civiliza- 
tions were destroyed by imported barbar- 
jans, we breed our own.” The traditions 
of Fascism were those of the old Camorra, 
a criminal organization with headquarters 
at Naples. For several decades the Camor- 
ra exacted tribute from gamblers, houses 
of prostitution, smugglers and tradesmen. 
It worked hand in hand with the police. 
At one period it con- 
trolled all but three 
of the _ principal 
newspapers in Italy. 

There are those 

who regard the 
Camorra as a prod- 
uct of foreign ideol- 
ogy which could not 
happen in enlight- 
ened America. Un- 
fortunately it has 


‘happened here. The 


Capone organization 
in Chicago was able 
to name state sena- 
tors, representatives 
and judges. It ex- 
acted tribute from legitimate business men 
and conspired to control some of the pow- 
erful labor unions on a national basis. 

A few years ago Jimmy Hines was one 
of the most powerful political figures in 
New York City. Many men were indebted 
to him for the high public offices which 
they held. But Jimmy Hines eventually 
became a mere order boy for the gangster, 
Dutch Schultz and the underworld leader, 
Frank Costello. 


Rise of a Pallbearer 


In Kansas City, Tom Pendergast ruled 
over one of the most powerful political 
machines in the nation. Admittedly, his 
chief lieutenant was John Lazia, the gang- 
ster who was implicated in gang murders 
and died at the hands of a rival gunman. 
A protege of Lazia and a pallbearer at his 
funeral is today ‘one of the most powerful 
political figures in the State of Missouri. 

The organized criminal groups that boast 
of their control over cities, counties and 
states are comprised entirely of social 
parasites, racketeers and gangsters. Out- 
Ww y they have developed a thin veneer 
of civilization but in spirit they are the 
barbarians of ancient times. 

Official records substantiate this ap- 
praisal. In.Chicago alone, between 1925 
and 1946, the organized criminal element 
fighting over the control of lucrative il- 
legal enterprises was responsible for 638 
gang murders. Destructive gang warfare 
caused blood to flow freely in New York 
City, Kansas City and numerous other 
localities. 

Gangsters seek and acquire political 
power, not primarily to control the gov- 
ernment and its ideologies, but rather as 
a means of securing easy money. They 
are interested in the control of lucrative 
rackets which will give them wealth with- 
out labor or constructive thinking. 


The Nation’s Business 


To accomplish this end they must be in 
a position to dictate law enforcement pol- 
icies. Time after time criminal syndicates 
have contributed heavily toward political 
campaigns. In return, they have some- 
times demanded the control over one key 
position only—the head of the police de- 
partment. More frequently they have 
sought control over the entire law enforce- 
ment machinery—judges, prosecutors and 
police. 

Unfortunately the underworld influence 
on government is not a phenomenon con- 
fined to only a few cities. The counter- 
parts of the Costellos, the Capones and the 
Lazias have become far too commonplace 
in contemporary American municipal his-

Illinois for many years the 
murderous Shelton gang played a domi- 
nant role politically in several communi- 


ties. A Peoria county grand jury on Sept. 
3, 1948, reported, “There is much evidence 
that too many officials are too closely as- 
sociated with racketeers and gangsters.” 
Civic bodies demanded a thorough house- 
cleaning. 

An outstanding St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
reporter who exposed improper relations 
of the Shelton gang with Republican state 
officials found himself indicted on flimsy 
charges. The indictment, later dismissed, 
was obviously intended to intimidate the 
— from crusading in the public inter- 
est. 

Organized crime presents a definite 
threat to American democratic institutions. 
Its insidious influence can be eliminated 
only through leadership of the highest or- 
der. An executive of a municipality is 
not merely an agent of the people to car- 
ry out their wishes. Based on his experi- 
ence and access to information not avail- 
able to the average citizen, it is his re- 
sponsibility to formulate public opinion 
which will support the right and denounce 
the wrong. 


Are Rackets Respectable? 


The citizens must understand that the 
principal source of revenue of the under- 
world is derived from those activities which 
prey on the weaknesses of mankind—gam- 
bling, prostitution, narcotics and rackets 
of a similar nature. To permit these acti- 
vities to brazenly flourish in defiance of 
the law is tantamount to an open invita- 
tion to the underworld to become en- 
trenched and to exert its influence or con- 
trol over law enforcement personnel and 
its policies. And whenever this happens 
the underworld influence on law enforce- 
ment never confines itself solely to the 
rackets in which it is principally inter- 
ested. 

Public information and education are 
also needed in order that underworld 
leaders will be viewed in proper per- 
spective. Some of the big racketeers 
whine because they are unable to buy re- 
spectability. By contributing to a few 
worthwhile causes, as do other people, they 
hope to purchase respectability or seek to 
justify a continuation of unlawful acts by 
diverting a portion of their loot into hon- 
orable channels. Whenever racketeers and 
gangsters are able to flout decency and 
still achieve respectability, society will be 
in a process of deterioration. 


What the Cities Can Do 


It is highly essential that the local law 
enforcement agencies be adequately 
equipped. Each department should main- 
tain an intelligence branch which will de- 
velop and record comprehensive data re- 
garding the members of organized crim- 
inal groups, their backgrounds, affiliations, 
activities and movements. 

There is a grave need for the develop- 
ment of a more adequate exchange of in- 
formation between municipalities. The 
American Municipal Association might well 
give serious consideration to formulating a 
definite plan of action which will facili- 
tate the exchange of information between 
cities and result in concerted action against 
a common enemy. ' 

Organized crime is only one of the mul- 
titudinous problems confronting the chief 
executive of the modern city. But certain- 
ly none is more important. It strikes at 
the very roots of democratic institutions 
and’saps the moral fibre of the people. To 
permit government to fall under the con- 
trol of the anti-social forces comprising 
organized crime can only prove disastrous 
to democratic institutions.

Early St. Louis Stage Life 
MANAGERS IN DISTRESS, by Willlam G. B. Carson. 
(St. Louis Historical Documents Foundation, St. Louis, 

329 pas., $6 

A study of the St. Louis stage from 1840 
to 1844 reveals managers in distress, for . 
those were difficult days for the stage and 
those who lived by its capricious fortunes. 
Such a study has been made by William 
G. B. Carson, chairman of the Division of 
Dramatics in the Department of English 
at Washington University. To it he has 
brought the competence of an authority 
on western theatrical history, as manifest- 
ed in his “The Theater on the Frontier” 
and other writings. In addition, in the 
case of “Managers in Distress” he has had 
the advantage of be- 
ing an authority on 

St. Louis history. 
The distress that 
held sway in the five 
years covered by this 
study rested most 
heavily on the shouk 
ders of Noah Lud- 
low and Sol Smith, 
indomitable manag- 
ers who produced 
everything from 
Shakespeare to zany 
farce, a double bill 
every night and a 
Wm. G. B. Carson Change of bill every 
time the doors 
opened. The difficulties of the doughty 
managerial partners were shared by the 
actors of the period, hard worked and 

poorly paid. 


In his research the author has explored 
contemporary newspapers, letters, diaries, 
account books and other and other manu- 
scripts in the theatrical collections of the 
Missouri Historical Society and the Har- 
vard College Library. By such aids the 
author has sought to bring alive the two 
managers who kept the St. Louis stage 
alive in their time and through them to 
reveal what the theatrical world was like 
when they were experiencing their dis- 
tresses. In this he has succeeded as one 
only can succeed whose heart is deeply 
engaged in his task. The book is an im- 
portant contribution to the history of the 
American theater in the Mississippi Val- 
ley.

Famous Newspaper Stories 


A TREASURY OF GREAT REPORTING, edited 
Richard 8B. Norris and Louls L. Snyder. (Simon 
Schuster, 784 pgs., $5.) 

The editors report that they have taken 
counsel of such hard-headed and practical 
connoisseurs as city editors in pulling to- 
gether these 175 samples of “great” re- 
porting. Nevertheless, too much of the 
collection calls up the question, “Who said 
‘great’?” Too many of these pieces smack 
of history teachers, which in fact the 
editors are. 7 

They have gone too far back, starting 
with a newsletter account of the trial of a 
witch in 1587, a searcely readable begin- 
ning of what is billed as “literature under 
pressure.” 

No anthology pleases everyone, and it 
would not be right to judge sixteenth and 
seventeenth cenutry reporting by modern 
five-star final standards, but the point 
here is that some of these diggings from 
museums just don’t read. They’ tend to 
bring on sleep, except perhaps to a 
teacher. 

Much of the book is downright fascinat- ~ 
ing, of course, for the editors have plucked 
some of the more outstanding Pulitzer 
Prize stories and other long-recognized 
chronicles of history on the spot. 

But they also have taken some high- 
lights of history just because they were 
highlights of history, and, it seems, put 
them in the book with the best available 
account, however pedestrian and shoddy. 
They could have spent those pages on 
finer reporting of lesser events. 

On Pearl Harbor they use a far-off mag- 


‘ azine piece distilled from numerous re- 


ports. On the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire of 1906 they include Will Irvin’s 
famous story he wrote in New York— 
which was not reporting, but was a bril- 
‘liant job of writing about the San Fran- 
cisco he had known.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (UP)—The 
San Francisco 49ers, the first 
professional football team to 
threaten to go on strike and the 
only club to beat mighty Cleve- 
land during the past three years, 
will play the Browns next Sun- 
day for the All-America Confer- 
ence playoff championship. 

The 49ers who soon thought 
better of their threat to strike un- 
less each player received $500 for 
playing New York in the playoff 
semifinals, beat the Yankees, 17 
to 7, yesterday. Cleveland gained 
the other playoff spot by putting 
on one of its patented finishes to 
beat a stubborn Buffalo Bills 
team, 31 to 21. 

A 40-yard touchdown run by 
Verl Lillywhite, Frankie Albert's 
10-yard pass to Don Garlin and a 
30-yard field goal by Joe Vetrano 
put the pocketbook conscious 
49ers in line for a big slice of the 
players’ share of the champion- 
ship game at Cleveland. Thus, 
they'll get the extra money they 
wanted anyway. 

The size of the slice will de- 
pend on San Francisco's success 
against a team that has dominat- 
ed the conference since it opened 
in 1946. 

The two teams are even up this 
season. On Oct. 9, the 49ers 
handed Cleveland its first defeat 
in two years, humiliating Coach 
Paul Brown’s team, 56 to 28. 
However, two weeks later, Cleve- 
land beat San Francisco, 30 to 28, 
and the Browns haven’t been 
beaten since although Buffalo tied 
them twice and nearly upset the 
Midwest team’s applecart again 
yesterday. 


Buffalo took a 21 to 17 lead in 
the third period on George Rat- 
' terman’s 30-yard touchdown 
pass to Chet Mutryn. That was 
the Bills’ high water mark. The 
Browns immediately marched 100 
yards. Quarterback Otto Graham 
climaxed the drive with a 49-yard 
touchdown pass to Dub Jones. 
Just to make victory certain, War- 
ren Lahr intercepted one of Rat- 
terman’s fourth period heaves and 
ran 52 yards for a touchdown. 

In the National League, the 
Western Division leaders seemed 
determined to force the Philadel- 
phia Eagles, Eastern title winners, 
to double their scouting corps. 


While the Eagles lumbered to 
a 24 to 3 victory over the New 
York Giants, the Chicago Cardi- 
nals beat the Lost Angeles Rams, 
31 to 27, in the final seconds of 
play to prevent the coast team 
from clinching the western title. 

The Rams’ loss kept alive the 
second place Chicago Bears’ 
hopes of winning in the west. The 
Bears beat the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers, 30 to 21, and Los Angeles 
must beat or tie the Washington 
Redskins next week to qualify to 
meet the Eagles. The Bears, 
however, have a tougher task. 
They play their annual grudge 
game with the Cardinals.

Freedom, Security for 
Workers Everywhere 
Theme of Proposed

LONDON, Dec.*5 (AP)—A pro- 
posed charter for a new world 
anti-Communist labor group called 
today for freedom and security 
for workers, everywhere. 

A draft constitution of the new 
group was laid before an organi- 
zational meeting of 261 represen- 
tatives from 53 countries, includ- 
ing the United States. 

It proposes naming the new 
organization the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Un- 
ions. Its preamble proclaims the 
right of individuals: 

“To social justice; to work and 
choice of employment; to security 
of that employment and of their 
persons; to mutual protection of 
their interests through forming 
and joining trade unions which 
shall be free bargaining instru- 
ments and which derive their au- 
thority from their members; and 
to democratic means of changing 
their government.” 

“Foundations for Peace.” 

Free labor, economie democ- 
racy, social justice and security, 
said the preamble, “are founda- 
tions on which to build lasting 
peace.” It said “denial or re-

Theater and my straight man was Father Time.

“GREGORY PECK just loves Dean,” Papa 
Stockwell offers. “When they were making 
‘Gentleman’s Agreement’—or maybe ‘Valley of 
Decision’—cigarettes were still scarce and Dean 
saw a whole carton in Peck’s dressing room. 
Dean talked and talked about how his mother 
couldn’t get any cigarettes until Peck finally 
said, ‘Go on and take them.’ So Dean gave a 
little tug with both hands over his head and 
when Peck asked what he was doing, you know 
what the little rascal said?” 

“No,” we announced with a straight man’s 
perfect timing. 

“He said: ‘I’m adjusting my halo.’”

When news was received of 
the rescue of the 18 men who 
‘survived when their B-29 was 
ditched in the sea north of 
Bermuda, the Post-Dispatch 
flew a correspondent to Ber- 
muda to get first-hand stories 
of their struggle against the 
sea. Following is the second of 
three articles on their experi- 


ences. 
A ably ill and maddeningly 

crowded on their two life 
rafts, the 18 surviving members 
of the crew of the B-29 which 
ditched in the ocean some 400 
miles north of here on Nov. 16, 
were not too downhearted. They 
were alive, they couldn’t be very 
far from Bermuda, they figured, 
and it was bound to be only a 
question of hours until they were 
spotted and rescued. 

Had they known they were to 
be tossed about by the elements 
for three days and nights, sitting 
in water up to their waists, un- 
able to stretch their cramped 
muscles, suffering the agonies of 
seasickness and later the pangs 
of hunger and thirst, they would 
have been sicker than they al- 
ready were, if possible. : 

“If it hadn’t been so tragic it 
might have been funny,” said Lt. 
Ralston Bennett later, “to see 
every one of us, leaning over the 
side and vomiting and vomiting. 
And when there was nothing left 
to come up, just retching. The 
retching would cause stomach 
spasms and the men would jerk 
with the sickness and the pain. 
But they couldn’t stop.” 


Bennett and the other eight 
men on his raft thought at first 
they were the only survivors. 
They knew there had been an- 
other raft, but after the plane 
went down there was no sign of 
it. They just drifted, too sick to 
try to do anything, even take 
stock of their situation. Then an 
unusually large swell lifted them 
high into the air, and they spot- 
ted the other raft riding another 
swell some distance away. 


The others apparently saw them 
at the same time. Lt. Col. John 
Grable, the former St. Louisan, 
commander of the plane who was 
at the controls when it ditched, 
was in the other raft. The men 
started yelling back and forth, and 
it was agreed they should get to- 
gether. 


Both groups started paddling 
toward each other, using the 
short, rather narrow paddles 
which were part of the equip- 
ment on the rafts. 


“But there was a strong wind 
to our back,” Bennett recalled, 
“which was blowing about 35 or 
40 knots—probably the reason the 
waves were so high. The men in 
the other raft couldn’t make any 
headway against it, so they just 
ca until we paddled up to 

em.” 


This was a long and laborious 
process, for several reasons. The 
paddles were small and inade- 
quate, no one knew how to handle 
them, and the waves were break- 
ing over the raft continuously. 
Some of the men hung over the 
sides and tried to paddle with 
their hands. When the rafts fi- 
nally came together, the men, for 
the most part, just sat and looked 
at one another. Col. Grable sug- 
gested thay had better stay to- 
gether. Capt. Wilford Jones and 
Lt. Bennett, in the other raft, 
agreed with him, and he threw 
them a length of rope with which 
his raft had been tied to the 
plane. They lashed the rafts to- 
gether. The rope was about 75 
feet long, but due to the action 
of the waves sometimes the rafts 
would be the rope’s length apart, 
sometimes they would be thrown 
together with such force it would 
almost knock the men into the 
sea. And always these collisions 
ae barrels of water into both 
rafts. 


After the excitement of the 
ditching and the scrambling for 
liferafts had died down, the men 
began to realize the shortcomings 
of their environment. The seating 
space on each raft was about 
equal to the area, as Lt. Bennett 
explained it, “of the mattress on 
this hospital bed.”

HE rafts originally had been 
. designed for five men, Capt. 
Joseph Petrosini explained. The 
Air Force had later designated 
them as seven-man rafts, but after 
tests it was found that was too 
many men. So they settled on 
six men. “So you can imagine 
oe men on one of them,” he 
said. 


The seating space was so nar- 
row that two men couldn't sit 
comfortably abreast. One man 
would have to put his shoulder 
in front of the shoulder of the 
man beside him. They couldn’t 
straighten their legs out in front 
of them, so they sat, at first, with 
legs crossed tailor fashion. But 
their knees bumped unless one 
man put his knee above or below 
the knee of the man next to him. 
They tried sitting with their 
knees drawn up under their chins. 
They tried sitting back to back. 
This, of course, necessitated some 
scrambling around, in the course 
of which cuts, b s and other 
tender spots would get bumped 
and kicked, bringing forth ex- 
clamations of rage and pain. 


On the first afternoon, Lt. 
Ernest Oliver was still in his one- 
man raft, which he had lashed to 
one of the big rafts. He figured 
it would relieve the crowded con- 
dition. But that evening, when 
the high waves kept threatening 
to toss him out of the little float, 
he decided he had better share 
his lot with the boys in the big 


(Officers Grable and Bennett 
were in one raft, and Officers 
Jones, Petrosini and Oliver were 
in the other. For purposes of 
identification they are referred to 
hereafter as Grable’s raft and 
Jones's raft.) 

All that first afternoon the two 
rafts drifted along in a sick 
silence. The men, when they

troughs. Other waves broke over 
them like waterfalls, drenching 
them again and again, and filling 
the rafts with water. Some of the 
men took sea sickness pills found 
in the emergency equipment, but 
this only seemed to make them 
sicker. 

Bennett picked up a canvas 
bailing bucket and started bailing, 
not because he thought he could 
keep ahead of the water, but 
just for something to do. “It kept 
me busy, and kept me from think- 
ing,” he recalls. 

The men began to be aware of 
their wounds. Some had deep 
cuts on their legs and ankles. 
Bennett felt as though both ankles 
had been broken when the plane 
ditched. Cpl. William Coston had 
regained the sight of his right 
eye, but there was'a deep cut 
over it. Also, his hands were cut 
where he had held onto the bob- 
bing fuselage before the ditched 
B-29 went down. The inside of 
Grable's left hand had several 
deep cuts. 


cuts, made the skin swell and 

pulled the cuts open even 
wider. Every time a man would 
move, some other man would let 
out a howl of pain. 

Staff Sgt. Manuel Oropeza had 
a broken right shoulder, although 
he didn’t know it was broken at 
the time. He knew only that the 
pain was terrific and that his 
right arm was useless. The other 
men tried to give him as much 
room as possible. 

The end of Lt. Bennett’s nose 
had been almost severed. He 
didn’t even know it until one of 
the men called it to his attention. 
“It looked like his nostrils were 
sticking out sidewise,” one of 
them recalled. Bennett straight- 
ened his nose by the sense of feel. 
“Then I held it there until the 
blood and salt water made it 
stick.” Doctors at the airbase 
hospital here later said it would 
heal straight, leaving only a thin 
scar. 

Some of the men tried sitting 
on the inflated rim of the raft, 
but this only caused the side to 
collapse, letting the ocean run in. 
They tried lying on their backs 
with their feet over the side, and 
they tried sitting facing all in one 
direction, with their legs around 
one another. Each new position 
seemed better until leg muscles 
began to cramp again. 


Sgt. P. C. Alford at intervals 
during the afternoon sent out dis- 
s signals on the “Gibson Girl” 
radio he had lugged from the 
plane. The Gibson Girl is so 
called because of its shape. More 
accurately, it is shaped like a 
large ukulele minus the arm. It 
has a crank handle on top, and 
the operator helds the machine 
between his knees and spins the 
crank horizontally. This gener- 
ates enough power for the ma-

chine to send out an automatic 
S.O.S. signal. 

Late in the afternoon a wave 
washed the radio over the side. 
Alford grabbed it and saved it, 
but when he tried to use it again 
he noticed the indicator lights 
were extinguished. He felt cer- 
tain it wasn’t sending after that, 
but he hung onto it anyway, de- 
riving some comfort from its 
mere presence. 

From the wreckage floating 
around in the water, the men sal- 
vaged two tarpaulins which were 
the approximate size of a raft. 
Twilight came, and then dark- 
ness. The men put the tarpaulins 
over their heads and held them 
there. The covers kept the waves 
from drenching them so thorough- 
ly when they broke, but the tar- 
paulins were so small that the 
water would run off them and 
into the raft. 

During the night some of the 
men dozed, but only momentar- 
ily. “You could hear those swells 
coming,” Jones explained. “They 
sort of rattled, then they roared. 
The men would brace themselves, 
and then the waves would hit.” 

Sometime in the night the men 
on Grable’s raft heard a terrific 
shouting from the direction of 
the other raft. They pulled on 
the rope and discovered the other 
raft had been capsized by a big 
wave. The men were flounder- 
ing around in the water, some 
hanging onto the overturned raft. 


The rafts are easy to capsize, 
just as easy to right again. This 
is done by putting weight on one 
side, reaching over to the far 
side, getting hold of the ropes 
and pulling up and back. Several 
of the men righted the raft and 
the men all scrambled back in 
again. Alford discovered that his 
Gibson Girl had gone to the bot- 
tom, along with some other emer- 
gency equipment. The men had 
swallowed a lot of* salt water in 
their ducking, and they started 
getting sick all over again. 

It was raining by now and the 
men shivered with the cold. This 
was the state of things when the 
sun at long last appeared on the 
horizon. 

With the break of dawn, Capt. 
Jones stood up on his knees, and 
looked across at the other raft. 
Col. Grable, also on his knees, 
looked back at him. Jones nodded. 
“Good morning, John,” he said. 
Grable nodded back with the same 
formality. ‘Good morning, Jones,” 
he replied. And that was the cere- 
mony with which they greeted 
the dawn on each succeeding 
morning. 

Thé men cheered up a little 
with daylight. They explored their 
emergency equipment. For fishing 
there were lines, hooks, bright 
lures, pork rind bait and a dip 
net. There were distillate jars and 
bags for making salt water po-

NEW YORK. 

RIDAY was my last day at a 

plenary session of the U.N. 

General Assembly in Flush- 
ing. Of the last three items be- 
fore our Committee Three, we 
voted first on the convention on 
the traffic in persons. The Unit- 
ed States abstained because the 
federal-state clause was not in- 
cluded, which made it probably 
impossible for our Congress to 
ratify this convention. 

On the International Children’s 
Emergency Fund the vote was 
practically unanimous, calling on 
nations to give their contributions 
so that the present programs 
could be carried to a successful 
conclusion. Reports are being 
studied on the continuing needs 
of children so that a permanent 
program may be formulated by 
the next General Assembly. 

Our last item was a resolution 
on the plans to be followed with- 
in the U.N. when the Internation- 
al Refugee Organization finishes 
its work and something must be 
done to give protection to those 
refugees and stateless persons 
who need it, first, in the Euro- 
pean area, and later in whatever 
groups the Assembly may decide 
to cover. 

We did not come to a vote on 
this item, but I made the state- 
ment for the United States and 
so it was possible for me to leave 
at noon on Saturday to come to 
Groton, where I spoke in the 
evening. ‘

“At approximately 6:30 p.m.,” 
reads the report of the search 
back at Kindley Field, “Capt. K. 
T. McFarland, B-29 pilot of the 
Twenty-second Bomber Group, at 
a position of 340 miles northwest 
of Bermuda, spotted what he and 
four crew members positively 
identified as a red flare. A 
search was made of an area of 
700 feet, but nothing was sighted.” 
But as a result of the flare, the 
search was then concentrated in 
that area. 


“The planes buzzed all around, 
for what seemed like an hour,” 
Bennett recalled. “Then they 
went away. No one slept that 
night. We spent the night hoping 
and praying.”
